This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed October 22. 2003. Claims 36-42 
have been canceled. Claims 1-13 and 16-35 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
by the Examiner because these Claims are drawn to non-elected subject matter. Claims 14,15, 
and 43-50 are currently under examination. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
Claims 1-13 and 16-35, drawn to an invention non-elected with traverse in the Paper 
filed March 24, 2003, have not been canceled. 

This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. The WO document has the following 
abstract, which Applicants may wish to use: 
—Abstract 

The invention provides cells and methods for identifying modulators of signal 
transduction, based on tronsducisome proteins that coordinate and assemble many types of 
signal transduction proteins. A tronsducisome is a PDZ domain containing protein that binds at 
least one signal transduction protein or a PDZ domain containing a protein with at least one 
signal transduction protein bound. Examples of tronsducisome proteins include INAD. GRD and 
other recently identified multi-PDZ domain proteins. Examples of signal transduction proteins 
include GPCRs, tyrosine kinase receptors, tyrosine phosphatase receptors, ion channels, 
phospholipases, adenylate cyclases, kinases and G-proteins, Also provided are methods for 
identifying modulators of signal transduction, proteins (and polynucleotides encoding the 
same) corresponding to transducisomes, modified transducisomes or defective transducisomes 
to use in assays of signal transduction, and a screening assay system for detecting protein- 
protein interactions. —
